Duly sworn states, I am 30 years of age, of Dutc’ nationality 
and born at Tandjong Karang (Sumatra). 

I an at presont living at Palmenlaan 5¢, Soerabaia, which is also 
my Permanent adress. 


On January 8th 19.3 two Indonesien officials from the 
P.I.D. came at my house, Jalmenlaan 56 Soerabaia, to arrest 
me. I was immediately trought to the ‘exrfstraat prison which 
was used by the f.1I.D. and by the Xempeitai as vell. 
After my arrival there interrosation started at once. 
This wes done by ORIS:LAMA and TAKARA, who were attached ORTISHAI A 
to the [.I.D. and by the Yempeitai members TACAHASHI and TAKAHRA 
IRA. This interrogation lasted for a long time, but no TACAH.SHI 
torturing took place. This day T got no food at all. I URA 
On January 9th 19/3 I was cgain interrogated by the 
four abovementioned Japanese and some Indonesian 2.1.0. 
officials, also on January llth, both times without being 
beaten. They tried to make me confess that I belonged to a 
secret anti-Japmese organization, had listened to foreign 
broadcasts, had disseminated the news I had heard and had 
hidden several weayons and ammunition. I denied everything. 
The next interrozaticn too': place on March 23rd 1943, when 
I was brought in an interrosation cell, vhere were the four 
abovementioned Japanese nd some Indonesian F.!.D, officicls. 
I was told that I was a liar, my hands were tied together behind 
my back. TI had to climb upon a bench, the rope with which my 
hands were tied was knotted together with a rove fastened to 
the wall and then the tench vas removed so that I hung. During 
the period in which I was hanging I :as cross examined br all the 
Japanese and Indonesian officials ani tecause my answers did not 
satisfy them, they began to beat me uvon all parts of my body 
with bamboo poles. I huns for about one hour and a half after 
Which I became unconscicus. ‘Jhon T became conscious again I 
found that they had put the bench again in its original posi- 
tion. I was then taken bec’s to my cell. 
The next day I got the water cure. I was tied to a ladder, 
& Gloth was tied over my mout) and nose, ‘ater was then 
poured into m mouth. This torture lasted for about one 
hour and a half, after which J fainted and “shen 7 came round 
I found that I had been carried to mv cell asain. The cure 
gave the sensation of being drotmed and gasping for breath. 
About one wee afterwards the Japanese called for me 
acain and I vas given to read 4 staiements from other people be- 
longing to the same organisation as I, These statements contained 
their confession and my name was mentioned in them. T ~as 
asxed if I would admit all thot was connected with me in the 
statements was true. I admitted this. ‘hat I have done actually 
however was fear more than what was stated in the siatements,. 
Thereafter I was interrogated by TsAIASHI, CUR’ ond = TAK LHASHI 
S:.TO, also a Kempeitai member, for three times, The Iams 
interro;ation lasted for a short time only and on one SATO 
occasion I was huny again, also for a short period only. 
Duriag my imprisonment J was once forced to witness 
Irs, BIRTSCH being hung by 34TO. 
Food in the prison was inadequate, in quantity as well 
as in quality. ‘e were allowed howevor to receive food 
packages from home, but it was obvious that the people who 
had to search the vackages stole many thins. 
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Medical treatment in the prison wos bad, because the Indorcsier 
doctor was afraid of the Japanese to dare to give proper medical 
treatnent. 

On Mav the 6th 19:3 I with six others were transported to Eyuarta 
handeuffed and with our elbows tied behind our backs. On our voyage 
we got herdly any food or drink,
